THE PECULIAR CIRCUMSTANCES UNDER 


WHICH IT WAS WRITTEN. 


KLVS JOY AT SKINT OP FORT AVHENRY'S 


BOMBARDED BANNER ELECT RIFIUU 


HIS 1'KM— THE GREATEST OF 


NATIONAL AIRS. 


Mr John O. (Jaipenter, writing in the 
nim-i; Afiitjazine, thus tells the atory 


of "The Star fipanplpcl Banner:" On 
August IS. 1814, Admiral Cockbnru, 
having laturned with his lleet from the 
West Indies, sent to Secretary Monroe 
at Washington, the following threat: 


"Sir: llavine; been culled upon by 


'he Governor Geneinl of the Oamxdas to 
aid him in carrying into effect measures 
ff retaliation against the inhabitants of 
United States for the wanton deatruc- 
liou committed by their army in Upper 
Canada, it has become imperiously my 
duty, in conformity with the Governor 
General's application, to issue to the 
mval forces under my command an or- 
der to destroy and lay waste sucli towns 
and districts upon the coast as may be 
found asaui'able." 


His (leet was then in tiie Patnx°nt 


lliver, emptying into the Chesapeake 


Bay. 
The towns immediately "assaila- 


ble, " therefore, were Baltimore, Wash- 
ington and Annapolis. 


Landing at Benedict's, on the Patnx 


ent, the land forces, enervated by a long 


voyage, marched the first day to 


Nottingham, the second to Upper Marl- 
borough. At the iafiter place, a town ot 
some itnpoitance., certain British officers 
were entertained by Dr. ]5eanes, the 
principal physician of the neighborhood, 
and a man well known throughout 
.Southern Maryland. His character as 
a host was forced trpon him, but his ser- 
vices as a physician were freely given, 
and formed afterward the main plea for 
his lenient tteatment while a prisoner. 


Tint iiurnsn SN WASHINGTON. 


As the British army reached Upper 


Marlborough. General Winder was con- 
centrating his troops at Bladensburft. 
Che duty of assigning the regiments to 
their several positions as they arrived on 
the field was performed by Francis Scott 
Key, a young aid-decamp to General 
Smith. Key was a practicing lawyer in 
Washington, who had a liking for the 
military profession. 
He was on duty 


:luring the hot and dusty days which 
jnded in the defeat of the American 
army. Subsequently, he conld have read 
a newspaper at his lesidence in George- 
town by the light of the burning public 
buildings at Washington and be passed 
with indignant heart the ruins left by 
the retreating army when, after a night 
of frightful storm, they silently depart- 
ed, in a disorderly forced march of thirty- 
live miles, to Upper Marlborough. 
He 


then knew what any other city might 
expect upon which the "foul footsteps' 
pollution" of the British might come. 


PATCrOTrC DK 
ItBANES. 


The sorry appearance of the British 


army gave the Marlborough people the 
idea that it had been defeated, and on 
the afternoon of the following day Dr. 
lieanes and his friends celebrated a sup- 
posed victory. Had they stayed in the 
noble old mansion that the worthy but 
irascible doctor inhabited near Marlbor- 
ough, "The Star Spangled Banner" 
would never have been written. Tempt- 
ed by the baltniness of a warm Septem- 
ber afternoon, however, the party ad- 
joined to a spring near the house, where 
the negro servant having carried out the 
proper utensils, the cool water was tem- 
pered with those ingredients which min- 
gle their congenial essences to make up 
that still seductive drink, a Maryland 
punch. It warms thn heart, but if used 
too freely it makes a man hot-tempered, 
Imputations, and belligerent. 
Amid 


the patriotic jollity, therefore, 
when 


three Jjritish soldiers, belated, dusty, 
ind thirsty, came to the spring on their 
way to the retreating army, their boast- 
ng met with an incredulous denial, 
which soon led to their summary arrest 
is chinken-stealers and public enemies 
JouQned in the insecure Marlborough 
jail one of them speedily escaped, and 
leached a scouting party of British cav- 
alry, which, by order of Cockburn, re- 
turned (o Upper Marlborough, roused 
])r. Beanes out of his bed at midnight, 
and conveyed him to the British ships 
at Benedict's, 


KEY TO THE KKSCTJE 


As soon as JCey heard of the arrest of 


Dr. Beanen, one of bjs most intimate 
friends, be harried, under the protection 
of a Dag ot truce to the British $°et at 
the mouth of the Patuxeut to arrange 
for his release. John S. Skinner, of 
Baltimore, then commissioner for ex- 
change of prisoners, accompanied him 
with his cartel ship. 
' 


When Key and Skinner reached the 


British lleet it was already on its way up 
the Chesapeake Bay to the attack on 
Baltimore. Its destination was too evi- 
dent lor Uockburn to allow Key to de- 
part and give the alarm. lie was in- 
formed in the admiral's grimmest man- 
ner that, while he would not hang Dr. 
Beanes at the yard-arm, as be had 
threatened, vet he would hav« to keep 


every roan on hoard a close prisoner un 
til certain circumstances occurred which 
would render their release advisable 
When the ships arrived at their destina 
tion he assured them that it would be 
only a matter of a lew hours before they 
would be free. 
( 


TIIE ENEMY IN THE TATArSCO. 
From the admiral's flag-ship, the Sur 


prise, upon which he was then detained 
Key saw some of the finest soldiers o: 
i he British army, under General Boss 
disembarked at North Point, to the 
southeast of the city of Baltimore. Then 
on Tuesday morning, September 13 1S14 


i he Il"et moved acrobs the broad Pataps 
co, and ranged themselves in a semi-cir 
i'le two and a half miles from the sma! 
brick and earth fort which lay low down 
on a jutting projection of land guarding 
he water approaches to Baltimore or: 
that side 


Cockburn's boast to Key that the re- 


'luclion of the city would be "a matter 
of a few hours" did not look improb 
,ible. It was garrisoned by a small force 
of regulars under General Arnuistead 
assisted by some volunleer artillerists 
tinder Judge Nicholson. It was armec 
with forty-two poundeis, and some can- 
non of smaller calibre, but all totally in 
effective to reach tiie British ships in 
their chosen position. 
In addition, a 


small earth battery at the Lazaretto— 
which, it will be seen, did good service- 
guarded the important approach to the 
eity by the north branch of. the Patapsco; 
while Fort Coventry protected the south 
branch. 
These batteries were armed 


only with eighteen and 
twenty-four 


pounders. 


U051UARDMENT OF FOBT M'lll'TNRY. 
From 7 on the morning of Tuesday 


until after midnight of Wednesday the 
lleet bombarded Fort McITenry at long 
range ; occasionally the gunners in the 
fort fired a useless shot at the ships. But 
at midnight word was brought to Cock 
burn that the land attack on the North 
Point road to the east of the city had 
tailed. Therefore, unless the fleet could 
take Fort McIIenry on the west, retreat 
was inevitable. 


Taking advantage of the darkness, a 


little after midnight sixteen British frig- 
ates, with bomb-ketches and barges, 
moved up within close lange. 
At 1 


o'clock they suddenly opened a tremend- 
ous and ties' motive fire upon the fort. 
Five hundred bombs fell within the 
lamparts; many more burst over them 


The crisis of the fight came when in 


the darkness a rocket ship and five barges 
attempted to pass np the north channel 
Lo the city. They were not perceived 
until the British, thinking themselves 
safe and the ruse successful, gave a de- 
risive cheer at the fort under whose guns 
i hey had passed. In avoiding Fort Mc- 
IIenry, however, they had fallen under 
the guns of the fort at the Lazaretto, on 
i.he opposite side of the channel. This 
fort, opening fire, sn crippled the daring 
vessels that some of them had to be tow 
f>d out in their hasty retreat,. 


KEY'S KEEN SUSPENSE. 


From midnight until morning they 


could know nothing of the fortunes of 
'.he fight. 
At such close quarters dense 


smoke enveloped both the ships and the 
fort and added to the blackness of the 
night. 


After tlie fail me to ascend the north 


branch of the Patapsco the tiring slack- 
»ned. Now and then a sullen and spite 
'ul gun shot its (lime from the side of a 
British vessel. 
Key, pacing the deck of 


the Cartel ship, to which ne had baen 
transferred, could not guess the cause of 
this. The slackened firo might mean 
the success of the land attack, in which 
'ase it would not be necessary to waste 
any more powder on. the fort. Again, 
t might be that the infernal rain of 
shells had dismantled the fort itself, and 
the en^my was only keeping up a pre- 
cautionary fire nntil daylight enabled 
him to take possession. 


The long hours were nearly unbeara- 


ble. Key had seen the fate of Washing 
ton, and anticipated the fate of Balti- 
more. 


THE FLAG WAS STILL TIIKRE. 


At 7 the suspense was unrelaxed, Ti 6 


firing from the fleet ceased. The large 
ships loomed indistinct and silent in the 
rnist. To the west lay the silent fort, 
the white vapor heavy upon it. With 
eager eyes Kay watched the distant 
shore, till in a rift over the fort he dimly 
liscerned the Hag still proudly defiant, 
[ti that supreme moment was written 
••The Star Spangled Banner." 


The British ships slowly dropped down 


to North Point. Dr. Beanes went home 
to Upper Marlborongh, very thankful as 
he saw the yard-arm of the Surprise 
melt out of sight, unburdened. 


GREATEST OF NATIOtTATj ATRS. 


Of all national airs, it breathes the 


unrest patriotism. 
Those of Eigland, 


Russia and Anstria are based upon the 
sentimental loyalty long outgrown by 
this agrarian and practical age. 
The 


•'Marseillaise" is a stirring call to arms, 
and upholds only the worst—the passion- 
ate military—side of the nation's char- 
acter. "The Star Spangled Banner," 
while it is animated, patriotic, defiant, 
neither cringes nor boasts; it is as 
national in its spirit as it is adequate in 
the expression of that spirit. 


Judge Nicholson took the first copy of 


the poem to the American office, and bad 
tset up in broad-sheet form by Samuel 
Sands, a printer's apprentice of twelve. 
He was alone in the office, all the men 
laving gone to the defense of the city, 
[t was written in Key's own hand. 


The song, in its broad-sheet form, was 


soon sting in all the camps around the 
city. When the Baltimore theatre clos- 
ed during the attack, was reopened, Mr. 
[lardinge, one of its actors, was an- 
lounced to sing "a new gong by a gen- 
tleman of Maryland." 
The same mod- 


est title of authorship prefaces the song 
n the American. Frotn Baltimore the 
lir was carried South, and was played 
by one of the regimental bands at the 
inttle of New Orleans. 


THE TUNE. 


The tune of "Auacreon in Heaven" 


ia« been objected to as "foreign;" but 
n truth it is an estray, and Key's and 
.he American people's by adoption. It 
s at least American enough to be now 
ipown to every school boy ; to have pre- 
ceded Burr to New Orleans, and Fre- 
:nont to the Pacific; to have been tbe 
aspiration of the soldiers of three wars; 
ind to have cheered the hearts of the 
American sailors in perils of enemies on 
tbe sea from Algiers to Apia Harbor. 


Francis Scott Kay was the son of John 


Boss Key, a Revolutionary officer. He 
was born in Frederick county, Maryland, 
August, 1780. He studied law, was ad- 
mitted to the bar at Frederick, subse- 
quently moved to Georgetown, and was 
District Attorney for three terms 
He 


was frequently entrusted with delicate 


missions by President Jackson. 
A 


volume of his poems was published in 


18SS. 
He died in 1843, and is buried in 


the little cemetery at Frederick, Mary- 
land.

THEY PEEL THE EXULTATION OF WAR 


COMMON WITH THEIR RIDERS. 


A veteran cavalry horse partakes o 


the hopes and fears of battle just th 
same as his rider. 
As the colum 


swings into line and waits the hors 
grows nervous over the waiting. 
If. th 


wait is spun out, he will tremble an 
sweat and grow appiehensive. 
If h 


has b^en six months in service, h 
knows every bugle call. 
As the c» 


comes to advance the rider can feel him 
wotkiug at the bit with his tongue to ge 
it between bis teeth. As he moves ou 
he will either seek to get on faster tha 
he should or bolt. lie cannot bolt, how 
ever. The lines will carry him forward 
and after a minute he will grip the bit 
lay back his ears, and one can feel hi 
sudden resolve to brave the worst anc 
have done wilh it as soon aa possible.

The horse that loses his rider and is 


unbounded himself will continue to run 
with his set of fours until some move- 
ment throws him out. Then he goes 
galloping here and there, neighing with 
fear and alarm, but will not leave the 
Held. In his racing about he may get 
among the dead and wounded, but he 
will dodge them if possible and in any 
case leap over them. When he has come 
upon three or four other riderless steeds 
they "fall in" and keep together, as il 
for mutual protection, and the "rally' 
on the bugle may bring the whole of 
them into the ranks in a body. 


A horse that has passed through a 


battle unwounded is fretful, sulky anc 
nervous — the same as a man — for the 
next three or four days. Ills first battle 
is also the making or unmaking of him 
as a warhoise. If the nervous tension 
has been too great, be will become a 
bolter in the face of danger, and thereby 
become a danger in himself. If the test 
has not been beyond him, he will go into 
the next flght with bead held high and 
Hecks of foam blowing from his mouth 
as he thunders over the earth.

DECADENCE OP SPAIN. 


Dr. Henry C. Lea, of 
Philadelphia, 


the historian sanspareil of the Spanish 
Inquisition, contributes to the July issue 
ot the Atlantic Monthly a notable paper 
on "The 
Decadence of Spain." 
So 


graphically condensed is this article that 
il fills but a dozen pages; and yet it is 
the most vivid and dispassionate ar- 
raignment yet, made of the Spaniard in 
uistnry. 
Spanish clericalism, cruelty, 


cupidity and corruption—a terrible quar 
tet of c's—ure laid bare in undeniable 
manner. He pays high tribute, notwith- 
standing, to .Spanish courage and tenac- 
ity. According to Dr. Lea, the intellect 
of the Dons is strong and quick; their 
imagination is vivid, and belore the cen- 
sorship of the Inquisition had curbed its 
expnssiou their literature was the most 
promising in Europe. Of the character 
of the Spaniards he says: 


When lully aroused his perseverance 


te indefatigable. 
His eouiage is un- 


doubted—not a merely evanescent valor. 
fUming up on occasion at the promise of 
success, but a persistent, obstinate, 
dogged quality, as much to be dreaded 
in defeat as in victory, and sustained by 
the pride of race which leads him to 
think all other races his inferiors. The 
unyielding steadfastness of the Spanish 
tercios on the disastrous field of Rocroy 
was paralleled in the defense of Saragos- 
sa. The exploits of the Oonqtiistadores 
in the New World display a tenacity of 
daring amid unknown dangers which 
has rarely been equaled, and pet haps 
never surpassed. The practical efficiency 
of this characteristic is heightened, more- 
over, by a rematkable, callous indiffer- 
ence as to the means to be employed in 
accomplishing a given purpose. Spauish 
legislation is full of the sternest laws, 
enacted in utter disregard of their con- 
tingent and ulterior consequences pro- 
vided the immediate object in view can 
lie effected. 
Alva's reign ot blood in 


the Netherlands is typical of this fleice 
rind 
cold-blooded 
determination 
to 


achieve a result at whatever cost ot life 
and suffering, and the reconcentrado 
policy ot Weyler is only a modern ex- 
hibition of this iuherited chaiacteristic. 


But the "Spanish pride" of which 


America has nowadays heard so much 
has not been the pride that spurs nations 
on to great achievements. 
Remarks 


Or Lea: 


Spain was proud of what it had done, 


and imagined that its superiority to the 
rest of the world left it nothing more to 
(lo; 
it could learn nothing and forget 


nothing; it had varied the centimes ot 
tbe Reconquest wilh endless civil broils, 
while it left the arts of peace to subject 
Moors and Jews, until honest labor was 
regarded with disdain, and trade and 
commerce were treated in a barbarous 
fashion that choked all the springs of 
national prosperity. Derived from this 
Wind and impenetrable pride was the 
spiiitof conservatism which rejected all 
innovaiion in a 
world of 
incessant 


change—a world which had been sent by 
the Reformation spinning on a new 
track—a world in which modern indus 
l.rial 13111 was rapidly superseding 
the 


antiquated militarism of Sprin. 
The 


phrase current throughout E'irope in 
the last century was not without found- 
ation, that Africa began at the Pyrenees 
Last, but by no means least, was the 
clericalism which fastened upon Spain 
Hie ferocious spirit of intolerance, which 
in 1402 drove out the unhappy Jews, and 
in 1010 the Moriscos, thus striking at 
the root ot the commercial prosperity 
mil industry of the laud; and which sur- 
rendered the nation to the Liquisilion, 
paralyzing all intellectual movement, 
crippling trade, and keeping the people 
so completely in leading-strings that the 
three generations since the Napoleonic 
upheaval have not suiHced to train them 
in the arts of self-government. 


Tropical J>iseases Xeert Study. 
In the issue of the New Yoik I'ol/t- 
intf of June lo Dr. ^v". li Pritchard 


calld attention, editorially, to the new 
nedical anil sanitary problems the physi- 
cians of tne United Stales will hereatler 
have to study if we annex the Philip- 
pines, the Spanish West InOies and 
ither tropical countries. "Xo part of 
i.he United States," says the Pnli/i'li» 
Ms really tropical In climate, soil or 
vegetation, nor are tropical diseases, 
such aa cholera, yellow fever, beri-beri, 
'mbonie plague, &e., & , indigenous, so 
lo speak, to any part of the United 
States. They are alwaya imported and 
can obtain no permanent foothold here 
Cn obtaining control, either through 
possession or by the medium of a direct 
protectorate over the Philippines, Cuba, 
Porto Rico and perhaps other Spanish 
colonies, it will be necessary Co establish 
civil and military representation iu order 
'0 maintain this control. Large bodies 
of men will he thrown in contact sud- 
lenly and with but little and very im 
perfect preparation with conditions ut- 
Leriy unfamiliar, 
Acclimati/.ation. iu 


the tropics is a 
most 
ditlicult and 


tedious procedure aside from its grave 
dangers. It involves not only careful 
Adaptation to new methods of dress, diet 
and habits of life, but also carries with 
it the necessity for a modification of 
temperament and a change of personal 
identity. 
An exhibition of 
Yankee 


energy in the Philippines, if maintained, 
is an invitation to death." 


Still acclimatization, it is held, may be 


"approximately"attained -'by the knowl- 
edge and observance of certain sanitary 
and hygienic precautions and rules of 
life." For this reason tropical diseases 
will hereafter need to receive special at- 
tention in our medical schools. 
The 


English have a special literature on the 
subject, and 
publish a "Journal of 


Tropical Medicine." A special burden 
is laid upon out physicians accompany- 
ing troops iu tbe fact, as stated by Dr. 
Fritchard, that "although Spain has 
been classed us a civilized nation, and 
civilization and sanitation are practically 
identical terms, it remains a fact that 
the Spanish colonies, wherever found, 
represent and 
exemplify conditions 


which, from a sanitary, and hygienic 
standpoint, are absolutely barbaric.— 
JStMiiiore Htm.

The apirit of E Iward Marshall, the 


ivourded newspaper correspondent, was 
as admirable as that, of any soldier on the 
field. lie was shot fust in the firing lina, 
and though the bullet passed within an 
inch of his spine and threw him into fre- 
quent, terrible convulsions, he continued 
in his intervals ot consciousness to dic- 
tate an account of the tight and gave it 
to a wounded soldier to forward to his 
paper. This devotion to duty of a man 
who knew he was dying was as line as 
any of the many courageous inspiring 
deeds that occurred during the two hours 
of desperate lighting. 


The conduct ot all the men in the fight 


cannot be overpraised. It must be re- 
membered that not for one minute dur- 
ing two hours did the strain slacken nor 
the officers call a halt. The movement 
was fast and incessant. The ground was 
uneven and the advance impeded by 
vines an inch thick, trailing bushes ami 
a cactus plant, known as the Spauish 
bayonet, which teais the flesh and cloth- 
ing. Through these the m«n fought 
their way, falling and stumbling, wet 
with perspiration, panting for breath, 
but obeying Colonel Wood, their com- 
mander.

Mini Who Hu 
Stjlte Ticket. 


George A. Jenks, of Brookvitle, Jeffer- 


son county, the Democratic nominee for 
Governor, was born in Tunssutawney, 
Jefferson county, ia 1835. 
He is the son 


of Dr. John N. Jenks, of that place. 
He 


learned the carpenter's trade, and then 
taught school lor several years and earned 
enough money to put himself through 
Jefferson College. After his graduation 
he studied law with his brother, and at 
the age of 23 was admitted to the Bar of 
Jefferson county. 


In 1874 he was elected United States 


Representative, defeating the famous Har- 
ry White. 
He took immediate rank as a 


leader in Washington, and was appointee 
a member of the Council of Managers 
which contested the election of Hayes anc 
Tilden before the Electoral Commission 
His speech before the Commission was one 
of the most remarkable ever heard in the 
country. In 1SSO Mr. Jenks waa the Dem 
ocratic candidate from his district for 
Judge of the Supreme Court, but was d 
feated by Justice Green. 


In 1885 President Cleveland appointee 


him Third Assistant Secretary of the In 
terior, which office he held foroyerayear 
when he resigned to take charge of the 
John Dubois estate. 
A few months late 


Mr. Jenks was appointed Solicitor General 
and he served until the election of Benja 
ruin Harrison. He was peculiarly quail 
fied for the position by his intimate ac 
quaintance with the Pacific Railroad and 
Belt Telephone questions, upon both o 
which he was soon called upon to act on 
behalf of the government. He was also 
frequently called upon to act as Attorney 
General in the absence of Mr. Garland 
whose superior he unquestionably was 
a lawyer. On the accession of the Harri 
son administration to office, Mr. Miller 
the new Attorney General, requested Mr 
Jenka to remain in his position ae Solicito 
General until the end of the pending term 
o£ the Supreme Court, in order that he 
might conduct the telephone cases befon 
that tribunal. His resignation of the So 
licitor Generalship was finally accepted on 
May lo, 1889, but he was still retained b; 
Attorney General Miller as one of the gov 
eminent counsel in these cases 


Since Mr. Jenks' retivemep.t from the 


-Solicitor Generalship he has not taken a 
prominent part in public p.rfairs. la Feb 
ruary, 1S93, when Mr. Cleveland was en 
gaged in making up (.he cabinet for hi 
second administration, it was reported 
that he had tendered the Attorney Gener 
alship to Mr. Jenks, but this report proved 
unfounded, and the place went to Richarc 
Ofney, of Massachusetts, who subsequently 
became Mr. Cleveland's Secretary of State 
Mr Jenks has taken no noticeable part in 
recent political campaigns, either State or 
jN'ational, his only public appearance be- 
ing on the stump in his own county, 
where he has occasionally addressed his 
immediate neighbors.

reform in legislation and the bettermen 
of municipal government, and it has no 
only violated these promises, but it en 
deavored to perpetuate by most obnoxion 
statutes the power of municipal rings anc 
combinations of corrupt politicians to pas. 
laws for the enrichment of special inter 
eats, and it has, through tbe system o 
bosFism, to which it has complacently sub 
mitted in the past, elevated these self 
constituted leaders to the highest posi 
tions of political honor and public trus 
within its power to confer.

offices to make places for party hacks an<f

Appropriations for junketing excursions 


by members of the Legislature shall if 
passed by the Senate and House be 
promptly vetoed. 


The ballot law shall be simplified, pre- 


serving the secrecy intended to be given 
thereby, and protecting tbe voters from 
coercion and the electors from corruption, 
to the end that our elections may be 
honorably conducted, and the will of the 
people honestly recorded. 


Statutes shall be passed prohibiting 


witbin the State, trusts and combinations 
'orrned to prevent the free competition of 
trade and to destroy individual enterprise. 


We pledge our hearty support to the

belief of General Shatter that Santiago 
could be taken by a sharp, persistent at- 
tack, and they ware impatient to advance. 


General Kent, who commanded the cen- 


tre of the general line of attack, started 
the Twenty-first Hegiment of 
regulars 


toward Agtmdores at the same hour that 
General Lawton's men advanced toward 
Caney. 
Upon these troops fell the brunt 


of the bottle to the southeast of Santiago 
during the early hours of the day. 


There was desparate fighting about 


.iguadores. The Spaniards at that place 
returned the American (ire with a fury 
that aroused in our men the fiercest de- 
termination. 
The Americans boldly faced 


the enemy's fire, holding their ground ten- 
aciously and pressing forward whenever 
'an opportunity to gain an advanced loot- 
ing presented itself. 


In their operations about Aguadores the 


Americans were greatly encouraged by the 
work of the fleet, which poured a heavy 


(ire into the lines of the Spaniards. Ad- 
miral Sampson ordered the New York, 
Gloucester and Suwanee to attack the bat- 
teries recently placed to the east of Morro. 
The vessels engaged the batteries at short 
•ange and left only the scarred hillside to 
show 
where the batteries 
had 
been 


situated. 


The Massachnpetts and the New York 


then opened with their big guns, plunging 
a heavy fire into the enemy's lines. 
Ex- 


plosive shells and reduced charges of pow- 
der were used for this purpose, and they 
demoralized the enemy's ranks. 
The 


shells weie Sred at a high elevation, so as 
to clear the towering coast-line ridge. 


At noon the Iowa steamed within 1,000 


yards of Morro Castle. Admiral Sampson 
had signaled from the flagship for the 
Iowa to engage Morro, but a few moments 
later, just as the Iowa was about to open 
fire, the annulling pennant was hoisted. 


The cruiser Harvard arrived in the 


morning with eighteen hundred Michigan 
volunteers. 
They were hurried ashore 


and hastened forward to join the Ameri- 
can line. 


As the enemy was pressed back toward 


Santiago, both at Caney'and at Agnadores, 
the progress of the American forces was iu 
entire harmony with the plans of General 
Shatter. 
Our lines thus became more 


closely knit, and now the Americans and 
Cubans piesent a continuous front from 
the southeast to the north of the city. 


On the right at Caney ia General Law- 


ton, witb three brigades. 
Gen. Wheeler's 


four light batteries are strung out in the 
rear of Lawton's forces. 
General Young 


is attached to General Wheeler's com- 
mand. This cavalry force is dismounted 
and is composed of eight troopa of the 
First Cavalrv, eight troops of the Third, 
eight troops o? the Sixth, eight troops of 
the Ninth and eight troops of the Tenth. 


On the left of Lawton, in the centre, 


resting on the second crossing of the river 
Guama, just back of Sevilla and moving 
toward Aguadores, is a force composed of 
the First Brigade, under General Hawkins. 


This is the situation as I write this dis- 


patch. In brief, the Americans are (rain- 
ing valuable vantage grounds, which will 
almost insure victory when the final as- 
sault on the city ia made. 


Garcia'a men, not a few of whom lived 


in Santiago until they were driven out by 
General Weyler'a command, could hardly 
restrain themselves, so eager were they to 
attack the city at once. 
When they 


caught eight of their former home they 
cheered enthusiastically. They demanded 
to be led forward against the city an once, 
but they were restrained with difficulty 
by General Garcia and his subordinate 
officers. Caney is made up of residences 
of the wealthy. 


Ifr is told a3 s> posiiigfl fact that Galone ^ 


Wood and Lientenant-Co'lonel Roosevelt, 
with their division of "Kough Riders," 
are especially criticised for their im- 
petuoueity in dashing into the fight with 
the Spaniards last week without having 
more carefully considered their position. 
This force, I am told, will be carefully 
handled in the future, lest its members 
again loss sight ot everything in their 
desire for speedy victory. 


In a skirmish to the southeast of San- 


tiago yesterday our men captured the 
Spanish colors. 


City'* Water Cut Oil". 


After considerable effort General Shaf- 


ter's men have succeeded in shutting off 
the water supply of the city. They have 
been working on the problem several days, 
and it was a difficult one. The main 
water supply was obtained from another 
side of the city than that at first occupied 
oy our troops. 
After Gpneial Shafter'i 


success in practically surrounding the city, 
it was possibly to locate the water supply 
ind to shut it off. This achievement by 
the Americans has added much to the des- 
peration of the Spaniard.", who have been 
short of food for some time. They are 
now threatened with all of the horrors of 
a food and water famine.

SUGGESTIONS OX MAS 


SUBJECTS. 


Lima beans, though taking care of 


themselves once they get a hold on the 
poles, should have a little assistance at 
first—one or two ties being all that 13 
required. Too many plants should not 
be left around each pole, as they only 
crowd another and result in a great 
many poorly filled pods. Three plants 
to a pole ia, as a general rule, quite suf- 
ficient, but it is well to make sure tbat 
they are pretty well established before 
thinning out to that number.—.American 
Gardening. 


According to statistics obtained by 


Mr. W. H. Hornaday from sportsmen 
and naturalists in all parts of the United 
States, there has been a decrease of no 
leas than 46 per cent, in the number of 
native birds during the last 15 years. 
Among the alleged causes are killing by 
gunners, plume hunting, egg stealing, 
fire and the spread of the quarrelsome 
^English sparrows. 
Game and edible 


birds are becoming scarce, and in their 
stead song birds are used for food. 


A cow giving a large quantity of milk 


has been slaughtered, and every drop of 
milk has been gathered up, and tlie 
largest am.iuut ever found was ab-mt 
four (marts; hence milk is largely made 
during the time of milking; and the cow 
must be placed under favorable condi- 
tions at the time, or you do not get the 
regular quantity of milk. Do not think 
that the milk is already there, ana all 
you have to do is to draw it out. Only 
a small portion is in this atate. Most of 
it ia there, ready to be changed into 
milk, but it is not milk, and we must 
have things favorable for the cow tn 
make this change. 


The New Jersey law of 180S requires 


that all gardners, horticulturists, farm- 
ers, nurserymen, and other growers of 
or dealers iu plants or fruits of any kind 
upon their own or upon leased lauds or 
premises, shall free and keep freed all 
plants, shrubs, trees, cuttings, scions or 
buds grown, cultivated or dealt in by 
them, from -all injurious insects that 
might spread from the planta infested to 
others on the public highways or upon 
lands adjoining or belonging to others. 
The State Board of Agriculture will 
appoint commissioners in each county to 
act in co-operation with the entomologist 
of the Agricultural Experiment Station 
in enforcing the law. Failure to obey 
the orders of 
the commissioners is 


punishable by line, and. in case of neces- 
sity, the destruction of infested plants 
and trees is provided for. It will be 
interesting to watch the operations of 
this law and see how it works. 


llegarding the cultivation of corn. 


Professor E. Davenport aays: "A ays 
tern of cultivation that will give the 
highest yield under ordinary conditions 
seems to be about as follows. 
Cultivate 


deep during the early part of the season 
to remove weeds, conserve moisture and 
allow the plant an early vigorous 
development. Then gradually decrease 
the depth as the corn grows until near 
the end of the season, when the cultiva- 
tion should be shallow, and as far from 
the hill as is consistent with removing 
•weeds, in order to avoid root pruning 
and to leave the soil iu the bast me- 
chanical condition. 


One or two signs will denote a good 


cow, 1'rofesaor Ilaecker says, its well as 
twenty : in a poor cow the thigh runs 
down straight, so there is no space ' 
tween the thigh and the udder on one 
side and the tail on the other. 
There 


should be plenty of daylight between the 
odder and the tail. 
One of the best 


•ways to tell what kind of a cow you 
have is her temperament. A good dairy 
type has a sharp spine, strongly develop- 
ed nervous system and sharp hip bones. 
A good cow has a large, wedge-shaped 
stomach, for ahe must have a large and 
powerful digestive system to use up her 
food quickly and make the best returns 
for it. 


Tlie best way to grow horse radish Is 


from the little roots four or five inches 
in length, and not from the crowns. 
These small roots will produce good rad- 
ish fit for use in one season's growth. 
I'liint the set small end down, where the 
slanting cut is, and so that the cut will 
be two inches under the aoil. It can re- 
main in tlie ground until spring. A 
dozen roots will give all that will be 
needed foi family use for a lifetime, for 
it constantly increases, and the danger is 
that it will spread too fast and become 
troublesome. It is beat, therefore, to 
plant it in some corner of the garden 
where it ean grow without injuring any- 
thing. 


While oats and peas sown together 


make sroo.1 hay, the difficulty lies in the 
fact that the curing ia very hard to per- 
form properly. 
The peaa contain, when 


cut, such a mass of water in the stems, 
that before curing has advanced far 
enough to make good hay the leaves 
all drop off. If the peas can he cut in 
the forenoon after the dew has dried off, 
and be allowed to lie until afternoon of 
the next day and tbeu be put up' in 
bunches and allowed to sweat for two 
days, then the bunchea opened out and 
tlm peas dried once more, a good quality 
of liay can usually be secured. But thia 


|prfisupposes that the weather is to be 
ffiue all the time.—Country Gentleman. 


July is the month for planting turnips. 


As the seed is small, the ground must 
lie plowed and then harrowed down to aa 
fine condition aa possible. The most im- 
portant point in giowing turuipa ia in 
the floe aoil. Sosv the aeed in rows 
vlnch will permit of using horse hoes, 
and seed with a bund drill which is reg- 
ulated so as to cover the seed perfectly. 
Use plenty of seed, as the fly does con- 
siderable damage during some years to 


ants when they are just appearing. If 


i thick iu the rows the plants may be 


binned with a hoe. Cultivate as soon 
) the growth of the planta will permit, 


f If this is not done weeds and grass may 


get the start, especially that persistent 
pest known as crab grass. A light skin- 
ning of the surface close to the plants 
after every rain, using a hand wheel hoe, 
will prevent weeds and grass. After the 
turnip plants have tnade considerable 
growth they shade the soil and can hold 
their own against weeds, but the best 
crops are secured when the turnips are 
kept clean. The ground should be ma 
Bured and the manure woiked in will 
the barrow before planting the seed.

if care is given. To begin with, live

Sale of Revenue Stamps. 


The following circular letter has been 


prepared and telegraphed to collectors of 
.nternal revenue : 


"Avail yourselves of every accommoda- 


;ion possible for the 
Bale of adhesive 


stamps, inviting postmasters, banks, trust 
companies, insurance agencies, drugstores, 
ligar stands or any vender to the public to 
buy them in quantities of not less than 
MOO worth on a commission of 1 per cent. 


"Inform the public that when they can- 


jot get a single stamp of the right denom- 
natioia, to cover the obligation o( taxes 
called for,! that two or more may be used 
:or that purpose. Sell adhesive stamps to 
all parties applying, regardless oi district 
imits, giving taxpayers in your district 
ihe preference."

Jiat every possible effort is being marie to 
secure a general distribntion of internal 
revenue stamps before July 1. 


Tho Largest Flag. 


The Inrgeit flag in the United States was 


•aised at Pleasant Gap, near Beilefonte, 
last Thursday, 5,000 people witnessing the 
ceremony.

Nothing seemed able to reach the col

At the place-where the Lwo trail-) met, 


and in the ground Uie volunteers wou 
from the enemy, were buried the bodies 
of nine of the men. Captain Cdpruu was 
taken toward the coast alive, and died at. 
Siboney. The bodies of the others wfre 
placed side by side in adeep grave, wrap- 
ped above and below in leaves of royal 
palm. The place of each body was care- 
fully recorded, the spot itself clearly 
marked. 


No man conld ask to lie in a lovelier 


place. It is the highest place to the left 
of the valley, and can be seen many miles 
around. Thegrass grows high all about 
it. The suu smiles upon it. The breeze 
sweeps across unceasingly, moving the 
great palms, so that they bend and bow 
above it.

noble burial by the side of his men in the 
soil he had won from the enemy.
